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REMARKS, &c. 



XN the very excellent 
letter wjiich Mr. Wood has publicly 
addreffed to Sir William Pultenev 
on this Bill, he appears to have truly 
ftated the alarming confequences which 
are very generally apprehended from 
the operation of it, if paffed into a 
Jaw: hut in counties and diflrifts, in 
' whic^ there arc no large towns, and 
more particularly iii Wales, there arc 
many other qbje<aions to the BiU, 
arifing in part from local clrcumftan- 
ccs, which it is thought proper to 
make public. Thefc Objeiaions, with 
^ B fuch 
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/uch Remarks as have occurred on thq 
Form of the Bill^ are contained in 
the foljowing Obfcrvations feparately 
made on each Claufb, 

SECTION I. Page a .♦ 

It do?s not appear who arc to 
be " entitled to the Benejit of this A£i^"' 
there being no criterion by which to 
judge. There is alfo no difcrimination 
between thofe fathers or widows en- 
titled, but each mujl be paid at leajl 
one fliilling weekly^ 

The want of difcrimination alfo 
applies to the children. — The allow- 
ance muJl be continued till the child 
is able to maintain itfelf by labour \ 
and cannot be made lefs than one 
(hilling, though the child fhould be 
3ble to eet by labour almo^ enough 

for

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for its maintenance^ nor in the event 
of property devolving to it. 

SeSl. 2. p. 2. — It will be extreme- 
ly difiicult truly to afcertain w^hether 
a pauper is or is not able to earn the 
full rate or v^rages. He may coUufively 
work for a maftcr at an under rate, 
and pradife tricks beyond the reach 
of detcftion^ 

There Is no power of compelling 
him to work at a full rate of wages 
at or for the School of Induftry; and 
if there was, from fuch a perfon but 
Kttle good can be expedled. 

The provifo for re-imburfement 
does not, as now worded, extend to a 
Jingle pauper; and we know from 
experience, under the Militia Laws 
(which contain moiPfe compleat provi- 
fions for re-imburfement than this Bill) 
great loflcs will arife* 

A pauper 
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A pauper may Ayear falfely, or 
miftakcnly; or the fcttlement may de- 
pend on fo nice a point, as to ren- 
dpjT it doul^tful; ^nd as no parifli is 
tq repay ui^lefs the pfuper is legally 
fejtfle4 in \t, ^ucji litigation will' en- 
fy^p. Pefides^ ffof h parifh cannot be 
9l?lige.d to repay >yithout a demand; 
;^j^(i as jthe i;e^,cjences apd fejttlepents 
will frequently be very dift^t, the 
one, perhaps, in Northumberland, and 
It^c ptlxer in CprnFall, a pcrfon muft be 
XcAt frp^ tlie ope tp tljip other, at 
t)^ exfenfe of the ^arijh advancing the 
^oney^ fu pftm as a repayirient is 
wanted, and th^e exjpenfe of tJje jour-i 
ney will fireqiiently exceed the fum 



After tjljiis eTrpenfe is iricurrec^, \i njay 
,^um o^t Ijh^t the pauper .is not icttled 
iri ^thc pi^r^ft^ ph^rgci^ and before the 
meiTenger can retiir^ to prpvc tlic 
impofition or mi(iia]kej pr i^ cafe a 

litigation 
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litlsatlon iihould enfue as tto the fettle* 
meat, then, before it can be deter- 
mined, the pauper, whd ought to hb 
piiniflied in the orie cafe, and is an 
effential wltnels in the 'otiier, hiay dt^ 
c^iiip, and foan after plajr i like 
game in another County; 

No parifh can at any time know 
what, demands it has to anfWefr, or 
when they, will be called for : it will 
therefore be impoflible for the ovcr- 
feers to be prepared for paying to 
any confiderable amoitnt, as they can* 
iiot juftlfy raifing money by a podr's 
rate on mere furmife df what mty be 
wanted* 

It Is much to be Wnicrff^ft, thiait 
the Schedule was not printed wifh the 
Bill, for it fedriis to coiitain great 
part of its effentials, and hot ihefcly 
the Forms, as ufual in other Bills. 



j^ 
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SeSi. 3. p. 2. — The power to oc-' 
der money to be advanced to buy a 
cow,. &c. is very alarming. —It may 
be granted to ^ pauper who is in 
want only gf the moft trivial relief, 
and go to a monftrous extent. The 
pauper, on having .the money, may 
run away with it; or if the cow, 
&€• be bought, he may fell it, or 
it may be feized for rent or debt* 

When he has the cow, he has no 
right, as a cottager, to turn it on 
any common, (in this county at leaft) 
and he may not be able to get land 
to keep it on in the fummer, nor 
hay for it in the winter: and if he 
has land at the time, it may be taken 
from him by his landlord ; and then, 
as he muft part with ' the animal, 
what will become of the money he 
will fell it for? 

SeSi. 4. p. 3. — The enading that 
none fliall be excluded relief on ac- 
count 
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of poflefling a tenement or cottage, 
is alfo alarming, as there is no limit 
to the value, and a capital manfion 
is included in the word Tenement. 
The ^30 value in the afterpart of the 
claufe only applies to thd furniture, 
&c. termed other vijible property i and 
it is exprefsly declared, that the perfon 
fhall be entitled to relief, if he is 
not able to maintain himfelf, from 
other circumfiances than being the 
owner or pofleflbr of fuch tenement, 
cottage, or other property. 

The fixing this one criterion of 
j^36 for the whole Kingdom, is very 
otgedlionable. Tho' it may poffibly 
be deemed fmall in London, it is not 
fo in Montgomeryfhire and other parts 
of Wales. The perfonal property of 
many Farmers (probably more than half 
the number, of thofe who pay to the 
poor in country parifhes) is not worth 
fo much, after dedudting their farming 
ftock and implements} and there is 
c fcarcely 
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fcarccly Qoe amongft thoft of the 
lower ckfe who live too comfortably to 
think of having pariih aid, whofc pro- 
perty is of (o great value. This ob- 
fervation applies iwt only to Wales, 
but alfo tg many parts of England,. 
in which (fortunately for the inhabit- 
ants) luxury and diflipation have not 
yet been introduced, 

Se^. 5. p. 3, — The retraining re- 
movals, on relieving a pauper in cafes 
of temporary difability or ficknefs, is 
another objeflionable part. It is very 
difficult to define what is meant by 
temporary^ or Sfability^ and it may 
fubjedl parifhes to very heavy charges 
QXi account of paupers belonging to 
other places, for there is no way of 
getting repaid : the provifo in fc^ion 
2. for reimburfing, only extending to 
money advanced under the provifions 
of that and the firft fe6lion§; and 
was it enlarged, it would oot cure 
the evil. 
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Se^. 6. p. 3. — The declaring the 
fettlement to be in the united dif- 
tri£t generally^ inftead of the particu^ 
lar parish, may tend to prevent 
unions; as Settlements are much more 
eafily and frequently gained in fome 
placed than in others. It had better 
be left to the choice of the parifhes 
uniting, either to adopt this mode, or 
tt> con^ue^ the iettkmeiits feparate^ 

SeSl. %. p. 3. — Every perfon being 
^t liberty to fubfcribe to and fikreiva 
relief from the parochial fund, will 
iti cafes of old age, jn£rmity of fick-^ 
fle&, produce much mi/chief. 

In friendly focieties the Members 
are very properly admitted to govera 
tlicir o^ti funds, and iktt&, aynd watch 
their application. They admit Of 
reje(ft whom they pleafe of thofe who 
apply to be members 3 and they have 
Mo abfokte power td expd any 
G i memK 
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member, for any fraud on th<j 
fociety, or difhonefty elfewhcre. 

3ut that will not be the cafe as to 
a parochial fund: Few will fubfcribc 
to it (for there is no compulfion;) the 
Friendly Society, who will keep out im- 
proper perfons, will therefore be preferr 
red : and there being no power of re- 
jeftion ^s to the parochial fund, its 
members will chiefly confift of ftran*- 
gers, and vagrants, beggars, thieves 
and che2i'ts. The various arts that 
will bp ufed to dieceive and obtain 
pay, will be beyond the power and 
abilities of the managers to detccfl; 
and confequently, the parifh or dif- 
trift will almoft to a certainty, pay 
confiderable fums to thofe improper 
objedts, for counterfeit or pretende4 
^ckneiTe; and i^firmit;<?s. 

Se5i. g. p- 4, -— There are fome 
pcrfons of gppd fortunes, and mai^y 
in cafy circumflancps, who are mem-* 
bcrs of friendly focieties, and yet 

feldom 
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fpjdom, if ever, apply for any allow- 
ance in cafes which entitle them to 
it. Thefe perfons will have 2, right 
to take advantage of this claufe of 
being admitted members at reduced 
rates; and many of them will do it, 
tho' they would not receive ^ught 
froni their fociety, 

Se^. 10^ p. 5. —A very ferious 
objeftion to ^e pra£licabi/ity of the 
plan arifes in Wales, and perhaps 
in feme counties in England^ from 
the want of a fufficient number of 
piagiftrates. 

A confiderable part of Montgo- 

meryfhire is very thinly inhabited, by 

gentlemen qualified for the office of 

a Juftice of the Peace ; The confe- 

quence is, that all of them are in 

the commiffion; and yet in many of 

the hundreds (all of which are exten- 

five) there are none, and in few 

more than one, who ad:. 

This 
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This occafions the Magiftrafes to 
attend in other hundreds, fometime^ 
at 20 or 30 miles diftance ; tktt, as 
they cannot do fo conftantly, the 
bufineft Is frequently of neceiSty 
poftponed, to the great inconvenience' 
of the inhabitants. Upon a late oc- 
cafion, when from fome misfortune a 
Riot of a very ferious nature hap- 
pened at Machynlleth, ho affiftasnce 
could be obtained from the civ2' 
power^ there being only one Juflke 
(and he too ill to attend) in that 
extenfive hundred, or within ma#y 
miles of it* 

The powers as vreH as bufioefs, 
in the hands of the Juftices will be 
great, and therefore ought to be 
cautioufly given. No relief can ber 
granted, nor hardly^ any thing domv 
under this hStt, without their coiw 
currcnce; and this cannol be givew, 
except in a few kftanc^s, without a 
previous application, fotafflonS) hmriii^^ 

&c. 
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&c. in each individual cafe* The 
great burden already laid on Juftices, 
prevents many refpedable perfons in 
well inhabited as well as other coun- 
ties, from ading at all. Wh^n this 
additional duty is impofed on them, 
the number of thofe who adt will 
-d^ecreafc* . How then can the bill be 
carried into eiFed:, in fuch diilrids 
as muft be formed in Mon^omery- 
Oiire? 

Se3. !!• p. 6* —For the reafoii 
above given, as great a fcarcity of 
Vifitors will be found. The qualifi* 
cation to arife from property is fix- 
ed £0 high, that in many parts there 
will be none. It certainly ought to 
be lefs in this county, and in nuny 
others^ than in rich and populous 
places ; but the bill makes ao 
diiUn(ftion. 

Three Vifitors, of which a Juftice 
muft be one« are to ferve u rotation 

as 
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as (hall be fettled betweeti theiil,'^ 
and any two have power to aft. 
Why therefore muft a Juftice be the 
third, and what if the three do not 
fettle a rotation? 

In fome hundreds of this county 
(as before noticed) there are nof 
refident Magiflrates. — Surely it cannot 
be expedted that the dijiant JufHccs 
fhould or can attend there, as well 
as in their own diftrifts, to difchargc 
this additional duty of a Vifitor. 

SeSt. 1 3, p. 7. It is highly probable 
that neither a houfe or fchool of 
Induftry will ever anfwer, in counties 
which are neither rich, or well inha- 
bited ; whether managed under the 
form adopted in fpecial a6ts, the pre- 
fent bill, or any future law, whate- 
ver improvements may be made in it* 
Every fuch inftitution wQl require a 
fund of, from £iS^^ to jC^ooo a 
year, and the extent of the diftrid 

muft 
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mufl: not be great. If any part ex« 
cceds^a reafen^bie diftanc^ from the^ 
houie, it wilt not only be attended 
with incoitvetMencd^ ta the' fuperintend- 
aikts, (of whjtf;«rer defcrip^a they are) » 
but piieyenty or materially leflen, that 
attecidanct at the houfe^ or fchooU and. 
that atteittion to the out poor ai^d the 
general concern^' of the diftrift,^ which 
are abfblutely neceflary to keep, the 
a^enfes witiiia re'aibnable bounds. 

Montgomery fhirey aqd^ it is be-' 
li€ved> Waksjin general, is not fuf- 
fidently ; ritjh or ^ popdoui to be formed* 
into Diftridtsu for- Schools of InAifkyv 
To obtain a fufficient income^ the 
exeunt win boi t(«t wide; and* if it is. 
confined properly as to fize, the Juad 
will be too fmall. Single pariflies will 
pc^feis neither of ^fe requifitds^ and 
confequencly, if they fliould feil tc^ 
efibd an unoni^ (asvis likely to bo i^ 
ca& in (many/ inftaAces) ^ the. confer 
qtMncer will^b* imokiable. 

D There 
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There is no power given to refer 
the fettlemerit of th6 proportions, which 
each place in an united diftrifl: ,muft 
contribute towards the expenfes, (as 
there is in moft Adls for Houfes of 
Induftry) and this will occafion a dif- 
ficulty in forming unions, and prevent 
fome from uniting at all, as they will 
not themfelves agree on the terras. 

&£5?- 14. p. 8. — This claufe feems 
to be included in feftion 29. In law, 
the Churchwardens are ex officio Over- 
feers of the poor. If it is meant 
that they fhould be confidcred fo in 
this Bill, would it not be proper to 
liame them, as has been ufual in for- 
mer Adb, to prevent mifunderftand- 
ing? 

Sea. 15. p. 8. — The obfervations 
made on fc(flions 10 and 11, as to 
the confequence of a fcarcity of pro- 
per perfons to aft, apply alfo to this 
claufe for .Wardens j but, from the 

nature 
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nature and extent of their duties, the 
difficulty of obtaining proper ones, 
particularly the one for Manager, will 
l?e increafed. Scarcely a fingle diftriift 
will afford an unexceptionable perfgn,- 
and but few any that are proper; 
cvin fuppofmg they W(?re to make it 
their whole employ. In many places 
not one can be found that is capable 
in any rejp0 to execute the office. 

SeSl. 16, 17. p. 9. — There feems 
to. be an uncertainty whether the 
nunager or the pauper is to have the 
choice of the place at which the lat* 
ter is to be employed. It fhould be 
qbferv^d, (b^t few befides the diflioneft, 
the idtle, and the profUgate, are likely 
to apply for employment. Thofe that 
are honeft, induftrioUs, and fojpie?, 
felcjom fciil of finding labour und?r 
private individuals ; afid th^t ihey 
will always prefer, Thefe circum- 
ftances require, more than cooimqn 
attention and ability in the managers 
p 2 and 
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add fttperintendants; and render it aW 
foktely * npecflary to give a pOiwcr to 
punifh> like that in inoft fpeoial Aifts 
lor Houies of Indaftry^ * but which t$ 
Hot in this BilK 

^herc is not la vwrd about art

Seit.m. p. 12- -T^ This /power of 
^withholding all relief* ieaias to he the 
only mode of punifliing a pauper who 
refufes to work; but we find, from 
"experience, that feme power to com- 
-pel them to work, by inflicting cor- 
pdral or other punifliment fer not 

working. 
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working, is neceflary. Left to them- 
felvesy idle paupers foon betake them 
to petty thefts for fubfiftance ; which 
commonly end in the commifiion of 
greater crimes. . 

Se3. 22. p. I2* — It feems uncer- 
tain what is meant by refiding in 
any parifh " under the authority of 
this A£t.'' It probably is, that every 
one ihould . be entitled to employ^ 
in the place where he refides. 

SeSi. 25. p* 13. —This claufe, a$ 
to fettling rates of wages, will occa- 
fion great difficulty and embarraiJ- 
ment; efpecially where neither the 
Juftices nor Vifitors know any thing 
of the employs, as will very com- 
monly be the cafe, particularly in this 
County. 

The Paupers, in general, will no 
properly execute , their wwk; for 
moft of them will confift of ignorant, 

idle. 
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idle, profligate, or diflioneft perfons, 
as noticed before, under fedtions i6 
and 17: and they will be Co difcon- 
tented arid clamorous, that they mud 
either be overpaid, or h^ve it fettled 
by the Juftices. 

If the rates are previoufly fettled 
by feme general rules, the difputes. 
Will arife on the Pauper's not having 
done the work fo well as he ought; 
and if the quality is to be deter- 
mined by the finiQi, then every piece 
(from the variety of degrees) tnay 
afford a heai;ing before the Magif- 
tratesi who will not only have to 
fettle the rate accordingly, but to 
confider whether fome abatement fhould 
not be made for the lofs that may 
be fuftained by the materials not hc^ 
ing made the heft of by the Pauper. 
In fhort, under fuch an Eftablifh* 
ment^ and with fuch labourers, the 
Juftices and Vifitors are likely to find 
conftant employ.

14, — Tbis ckufe €!»*• 
braceii obje^s to an aknoft bouncflefti' 
cjtieat, at the cocfttnxm charge* of the 
coonfty ; and a very he*vy charge it 
cepfoinly wfll be^ wkhbut ^Sof^S^- 
any good, except enabling the manah 
gers of the Schools now and then 
the fboner t^ ob^ the oiiiers fof 
providing materials; In geneflrat), tbe^ 
articlcsi will be got elfewhere on bet^ 
t€f term®, and therefdre a Gertsto> 
lofs muft cAfoe either to the couttty^ 
or the diilrias^ but in either cafe, thd^

SeSt. 28i pi 16^ — Tliitf ckufe^ ap-^ 
pwrs to give the OVerfectis a^ great artd^ 
uncontpoulable power, tho^ ^ew feeais^ 
none in which th*re^ is^ rtioii6- otci^ 
fion for contmuL If is apprfeheftded^ 
that the Mortgagee^ i^ not^ obliged to 
fee to the application o^ the - nSoney 

lent. 
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lent, nor would it be right he fliould. 
Suppofe bankrupt or needy Overfeers 
fliould borrow large, fums, and run 
away with the Cafli, would not the 
Diftrka or Parifli be anfwcrable for 
the Debt ? It would be proper that 
the Securities ai>d Transfers, fliould 
not be valid, unlefs ihroUed or other- 
wife entered, by memorial or abftracft, 
in fome office or book, to which re- 
cpurfc might be had, that the parifli- 
ioners may be certain to what extent 
they are charged. 

The power to borrow fliould not 
be reftrained to cafes in which the 
total is not ^C^^^ — Suppofe a fmall 
Townfliip, feparately maintaining its 
own poor, (of which there are many) 
fliould ,be refufed in any union or 
different unions of the other places 
which are adjoining or near it, (and 
there is no compelling any to accept.) 
It may be very diftrefling to ^ the

— There k no di- 
redion in the Bill for afcertaining 
the number and value of the com- 
moners, and for fliewing their confcnt ; 
nor as to the difpofition of the pur- 
chafe money, or rent for wafte land. 

Se£t. 35. p, 19, — There will be 
fome difficulty in afcertaining what 
the Duty of a Guardian is. Jt would 
be better, that they and the Wardens, 
Managers, &c. fliould pach be ap* 
pointed for two or three years or more, 
and one to go out and be fucceeded 
by a frefti perfon annually. This is 
the plan on which the Diredion at 
Houfes of Induftry is formed, and it 
gives the advantage of having Ibme 
experienced perlbns always *in office, to 
aflift and inform thofe newly appoint- 
ed, and is of effential benefit to thefe 
eflablilhments. 

The 
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The appointment by this claufe is 
in the Juftices; but, by feftion 38, 
the Vifitors are to ekd the Guardians. 

Se£f. 36. p. 20* — It does not ap« 
pear that any power to ad is given 
to the Guardians appointed under this 
claufe. 

Se£f. 39. p. 21. — The Qualification 
of Guardians is open to the fame ob- 
jedions as that of the Viiitor in 
claufe II.
